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DECISION OF THE PRESIDENT. 


New York, Sept. 30, 1913. 
Mr. Owen Miller, Secretary A. F. of 
M.: 

Dear Sir and Brother—In answer to 
a recent communication desiring n 
opinion as to what price governs trav- 
eling orchestras who fill engagements 
in summer resorts, I beg to advise you 
that I hold as follows: 

As the services exacted from trav- 
eling bands or orchestras in summer 
amusement resorts are practically 
alike, leaders and members of travel- 
ing orchestras must hold themselves 
governed, when competing for and 
filling engagements of this kind, by 
the same rule which governs traveling 
bands. 

The rendering of this opinion be- 
came imperative owing to the fact 
that the Federation cannot. possibly 
subscribe to a policy establishing a 
difference in the price between travel- 
ing bands and orchestras for practic- 
ally the same service, as fair compe- 
tition would be made _ impossible 
thereby.

Mr. Henry Beiser, a member of 
Local No. 3, I. M. P. A., died at his 
home, 3122 N. Capitol ave., Indian- 
apolis, Ind., on Thursday, Sept. 25, 
1913.

When 
time permitted the band would alight 
at the stations on the way and sere- 
nade the wondering but _ inter- 
ested spectators. A telegram was 
sent ahead before reaching Rochester 
to James O’Neil (Monte-Cristo fame) 
who was there, playing in “Joseph 
and His Brethren,” to meet his fel- 
low townsmen at the station and re- 
ceive their hospitality. The service 
by the train crew was excellent, and 
everybody was enthusiastic in their 
prise regarding the manner and de- 
spatch with which it was rendered. 

Mr. J. M. Shea, traveling passenger 
agent, proved an ideal manager and 
guide throughout the trip. The 
scenery through the Mohawk Valley 
was witnessed for the first time by 
the majority of the tourists and ob- 
served from the comfortable observa- 
tion car made a lasting impression.

Just previous to 
our departure for Albany a large dele- 
gation of ladies attending the conven- 
tion at the hotel gave us a serenade 
and affectionate farewells. 

At 11:00 p. m. orders were given to 
fall in and we marched to the elabor- 
ate train of sleepers on our return. 

When passing through Buffalo our 
trip was made more exciting by a 
large fire in the Brozel Hotel, two 
floors being swept away. 

When we arrived at Albany a hot 
breakfast was ready for us, and after 
showing our eating capacity we 
marched to the Hudson River “Day 
Line” pier and boarded the handsome 
steamer Washington Irving, for New 
York, where we disbanded, each in- 
dividual having tickets to return to 
New London whenever they felt so 
disposed.

THE INDICTMENT OF A MINISTER OF THE 
GOSPEL. 





Men in the labor movement have frequently censured 
the church for its allegiance to the interests of the mas- 
ter class but when these men have censured the temples 
of christianity for the attitude of ministers of the gospel, 
the pulpit orators have endeavored by specious sophistry 
to combat the charges of men who have based their 
censure and criticism on the acts and conduct of prelates 
of the church, who in conflicts between labor and capital, 
are usually found with the class whose bank accounts 
make it possible for them to make fat donations to that 
peculiar type of soul-savers, who have made religion a 
valuable asset. 

The melody of beautiful oratory in the pulpit and long, 
pathetic prayers couched in flowery phrases, are not 
proofs that the preacher who is eloquent and who utters 
prayers that are wet with tears, is a christian. 

Ministers of the gospel, the same as other men, are 
judged by their acts and not by the sermons and prayers 
that they deliver within the vale of those sacred institu- 
tions that are presumed to be dedicated to God. 

Rev. George Chalmers Richmond, rector of St. John’s 
Episcopal church of Philadelphia, about a month ago, de- 
livered a sermon to his congregation and his bold and 
fearless exposition of hypocrisy that wears the mask of 
sanctity, caused his “Holier than thou” fraternity to “sit 
up and take notice.” Richmond not only used the scalpel 
but the bludgeon, in his assaults upon the canting simu- 
lation of “whited sepulchres” who prostitute religion to 
serve Mammon. 

The following extracts appeared in the press, taken 
from the sermon of Rev. Richmond: 

“Our house of bishops is led in tow by Wall street,” 
said Rev. Richmond. 





“The late J. P. Morgan was the power behind Bishop 
Greer, and he held our houses of bishops in the hollow of 
his hand. 

“The cathedral on Morningside Heights is a standing 
monument of our New York corrupt money power. It is 
the embodiment of ecclesiastical snobbery, spiritual 
frippery and moral incompetency. 

“Since the day of Bishop Potter the diocese of New 
York has been in the control of half a dozen plutocrats. 

“In Philadelphia the Episcopal church is run by a few 
rich men. They control the bishop (Rhinelander), who 
in mental ability, personal authority and moral aggres- 
siveness is not by any means a great man. 


“August Belmont is at the head of our race track 
gamblers. His career is one of the worst careers for an 
American youth to imitate.” 


“Bishop Greer has bundled together infamous finan- 
ciers, corrupt politicians and a lot of corporation lawyers 
together with a choice set of Newport and Bar Harbor 
social lights, who spend three or four months of the year 
drawing dividends in New York, the winter at Palm 
Beach, the spring in Italy, and the rest of their time in 
bed. 

“Several of the men in this list stand openly for im- 
moral practices of the worst sort.

sishop Greer insulted the best moral sentiment of 
his docese by honoring a man who stands at the head of 
our American race track gamblers. That man is August 
Belmont, a vestryman in the church of the Ascension in 
lower Fifth avenue and now treasurer of the committee 
on arrangements for the general convention.

“In most of the large parishes of the Episcopal church 
throughout the country we find men like Belmont and 
the late J. P. Morgan who curb the spiritual influence of 
the clergy, make them timid and in the end cause them to 
shrivel up morally. Men in humble circumstances dis-' 
trust our sincerity. The Episcopal church is not sincere’ 
in its present assumed attitude toward labor. 

“It sides everywhere with arrogant capital. Bishop | 
Greer during his long and uneventful episcopate has been 
more influenced and guided in forming his opinions re- 
garding diocesan necessities by men like Belmont, ex-,

MANUFACTURERS’ ASSOCIATION THEOLOGY. 





Henry R. Towne, President of the Yale & Towne 
Manufacturing Co., in a letter to James A. Emery, the 
famous, or perhaps better named, infamous, counsel for 
the National Association of Manufacturers, which letter 
was made part of the record of, both the Senate and the 
House Lobby Committees, says: 


I have long held and expressed the opinion that the only 
complete and adequate protection of the public against intol- 
erable oppression by organized labor in the case: of public-ser- 
vice and public-utility corporations will consist in legislation 
whereby employment in the service of such corporations will 
be put on a quasi military footing, THAT WILL INVOLVE 
“ENLISTMENT” either in the form which now applies to the 
Army and Navy, or in the form which now applies to the police 
and fire departments under municipal government. Such servic; 
is voluntary, not compulsory, and no fair argument can be ad- 
vanced against imposing conditions reasonably needed for the 
protection of the public welfare on individuals who voluntarily 
seek to engage in such ser vice. 

A strike by enlisted men would be MUTINY, the PUNISH. 
MENT for which, of course, shauld be FIXED by LAW. Co- 
incidentally with legislation of this kind I would hope to see 
legislation providing ample safeguards for the protection of all 
just rights of THE ENLISTED MEN, including the right of 
petition for the redress of grievances, with adequate provision 
for the obtaining of redress whenever justified. 


Note what Towne says about the service, “Such ser- 
vice is voluntary, not compulsory.” 

So is the service in the United States Army or Navy. 
Purely voluntary. No man is compelled to join the army 
or navy. It is purely a voluntary act, but when he is 
enlisted, good-bye freedom. If he refuses to obey orders, 
it is mutiny, and punishable according to law as pro- 
vided for. 

Under the Towne idea, an enlisted workingman would 
be guilty of mutiny if he refused to obey the orders of the 
boss, or attempted to go on strike, and he would be pun- 
ished as provided for by law. 

Mutiny, according to the military and naval code, is 
punishable by death. In the army, a firing squad attends 
to the mutineers; in the navy they are hung to a con- 
venient yard arm. 

Such a scheme of dealing with the industrial question 
of today could only evolve in the brain of a man who is 
absolutely dead to modern environments and conditions. 
He has evidently read too much ancient history and the 
evolution of his supposed brain stopped stock still about 
the time he reached the cycle of Emperor Nero of Rome, 
who had the pleasant habit of having dissatisfied work- 
men fed to the wild beasts of the arena. As present social 
conditions are not provided with wild beasts to make an 
“American Holiday,” Mr. Towne would perhaps by law, 
have these mutinous workmen courtmartialed and shot.

Local No. 34, of Kansas City, Mo., filed a claim 
against Lodge No. 3, Loyal Order of Moose, of St. Louis, 


| Mo., for $75.00, due members on account of band for 


parade August 21, 1912. 

The matter was taken up with the secretary of the 
lodge who, in a plausible verbal explanation, denied the 
claim. The matter was again taken up by Local No. 34, 
and sworn affidavits were produced, signed by prominent 
officials of the order in Kansas City, which proved the 
claim beyond doubt or peradventure. The claim, with 
copies of the additional correspondence and affidavits 
were sent to the secretary of No. 3, L. O. O. M., of St. 
Louis. No attention whatever was given to the matter 
by the secretary of the Moose lodge, and finally he was 
notified that unless the claim was’ paid before the first 
of September, 1913, they would be published as defaulters. 
This was ignored, the same as all the other documents 
had been, therefore there was nothing to do but publish 
the lodge as a defaulter. 

This brought immediate results. An investigation de- 
veloped the startling fact that the then secretary of the 
lodge had failed to bring the matter before the lodge. 
The membership knew absoluely nothing about it. As 
soon as the proof was submitted the claim was promptly 
allowed. 

We make this explanation so that Lodge No. 3, L. O. 
O. M. of St. Lous, Mo., may be sét right before our 
readers. There is not a better set of men on earth than 
the members of that lodge. It is needless to add the sec- 
retary who was the cause of this unfortunate incident 
no longer holds that or any other official position in the 
order.

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ON A NEW TACK. 


The Metal Polishers, having been balked in their 
effort to demoralize the 1913 Labor Day, have adopted 
a new system of annoying the musicians. They are 
flooding the country with circulars calling upon all State, 
central anl local labor bodies, asking such not to employ 
musicians who have instruments not bearing the pol- 
ishers’ label. 

This is a boycott and contempt of the A. F. of L., and 
will undoubtedly receive some attention from the Seattle 
convention. 

In the recent convention of the Massachusetts State 
Federation of Labor, a resolution was offered by Local 
No. 95, Metal Polishers, of Boston, Mass., the same that 
were so heartilyebacked up by Local No. 9, A. F. of M. 
of Boston, Mass., in unionizing the instrument factories 
of that city. The resolution follows: 


Resolution No. 26. 

Whereas, It is one of the principles of the A. F. of L. that 
organized labor should purchase only articles (when possible) 
bearing the union label, and 

Whereas, The union label signifies that such article is made 
under union conditions and by American workmen, and 

Whereas, In a recent decision rendered by the Executive 
Council of the A. F. of L., that union musicians do not have to 
purchase American-made instruments bearing the union label, 
thereby giving the preference to foreign-made instruments, and 

Whereas, the decision recently rendered shows a clear case 
of discrimination against a product bearing the union label, and 

Whereas, The Secretary of the International Musicians’ 
Union has used unfair tactics by having this decision given wide 
publicity in the press, before officially notifying organized labor 
through the proper channels, therefore, be it 

Resolved, That we the delegates to the Massachusetts State 
Branch in convention assembled, do hereby ask the Executive 
Council of the A. F. of L. to reconsider the action they took in 
the controversy between the Metal Polishers and Musicians; 
and be it further 

Resolved, That we ask the Executive Council of the A. F. of 
L. to censure the Secretary of the Musicians’ International 
Union for his unfair tactics and hasty action in giving the de- 
cision to the public press before a final verdict was rendered by 
a convention of the A. F. of L. 

Endorsed at a meeting held by Metal Polishers, Local No. 
95, of Boston, Mass. 


A delegate to the convention describes what disposi- 
tion was made of the resolution in the following graphic 
terms: 


Enclosed you will find a copy of resolution presented to the 
State Branch of the American Federation of Labor, held in Falt 
River, Mass., September 15th to 19th. The musicians were well 
represented and were ready for just this style of tactics, which 
the Metal Polishers seem to have a hobby of adopting. 

We took the case before the Committee on Resolutions and 
beat them before that committee, hands down, ani when same 
was presented to the convention the committee recommended 
non-concurrence and moved the acceptance of the committee’s 
report. We had all the data and all papers and decisions with 
us ready to back up any claim which we should make, and the 
resolution was turned down by the convention without one dis- 
senting voice. It was unanimous, not even the presenter of 
the resolution voted in favor of adopting it. 
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WELL MERITED THANKS.

BAND REJECTED ON ACCOUNT OF DRUM. 


There is more discord in Jerseyville, Ill., over Jersey- 
ville’s iniome talent brass band than the band itself has 
made jin all its eighteen months of existence. 

Things have gotten.to such a pass that a stranger 
who is hunting for a Jerseyville hospital will find the 
shortest way to it by standing on a downtown street 
corner and yelling, “Your bass drum is 9ut of tune!” 

President John N. Beaty, of the Jerseyville Com- 
mercial Club, was the first man to make that remark. He 
did not go to a hospital, because he left the practice room 
of the brass band in time to avoid injuries. 

The band has been tuning up for the Jerseyville home 
coming festivities. It played in public Memorial Day 
with such vim and vigor that the Commercial Club hon- 
ored it by making it the official music producer for that 
occasion. : 

The other night President Beaty and several other 
Commercial Club men visited the band headquarters to 
hear its rehearsals. All the instruments seemed to be in 
harmony except one—the bass drum. The keen ear of 
Beaty detected a discordant note. 

“Your bass drum is out of tune,” he remarked to Band 
Leader K. T. Nelson. The Sousa of Jerseyville laughed. 
The laugh was distinctly discordant, according to the 
opinion of Beaty. It was out of tune with his tempera- 
ment. 

“Don’t you know that you can’t tune up a bass drum?” 
asked Nelson. 

Then Beaty grew indignat. He said to Joe Snodgrass, 
one of the musicians: 

“You don’t expect us to stand for music like that, do 
you?” 

Snodgrass retorted that if the music didn’t suit him he 
should get another band for the home coming. 

“T will!” shouted Beaty, whereupon with his friends, 
he withdrew from the place, while the band struck up a 
saucy air and the bass drummer pounded his piece until 
the rawhide got raw edges. 

Forthwith the Commercial Club engaged the White 
Hussar Band, of Alton, to play the home coming. Now 
the local bandmen are greeted everywhere about town 
with remarks like this: 

“Hey, there, you—tune up your drum!” 

The taunts have put new musical ambition into the 
band members. They have a notion that a home coming 
affair should patronize home industry, and it is fumored 
that they intend to give their services gratis for that 
event. In that case home music and imported music, 
with the out of tune bass drum as the leading instrument 
on the home side, will clash and crash and smash through 
town for two days and nights. 





THE OTHER SIDE. 


Article VI, C, National By-Laws. 

Ten years or so ago, in a New England city of ninety 
thousand, a young man, recently graduated from high 
school, with more or less ability as a pianist, joined the 
local union, and was soon doing general business with 
the dance orchestras of the city. 

A year or two later he entered the theatrical branch of 
the business, and was successively pianist of a small rep- 
ertoire company, orchestra pianist with a better class 
show, leader with the same company, then orchestra 
pianist in a fairly good vaudeville theatre in his home 
city for three seasons, when the orchestra leader in one 
of the best known vaudeville theatres in the country, 
finding it necessary to engage a new pianist, and hearing 
good reports of this man, engaged him, and this being 
about six years ago, he had no difficulty in transferring 
to this larger local and better city. 

After a year in this position, the orchestra was en- 
larged and the piano cut out of the instrumentation, but 
the firm sent him out as leader of one of their big musical 
acts. At the end of the tour, the same firm opened a 
house in his New England home town, and he was sent 
to lead the orchestra there. After two seasons, this 
theatre, being none too successful, was dropped by this 
big vaudeville firm, and he was sent to lead in their 
house in a neighboring city, but this, bringing us up to 
the present time, his transfer was refused, under Article 
VI, C, whereupon, the firm, wishing to retain his services, 
sent him on the road once more, and at the conclusion of 
a short tour, offerd him the leadership in one of their 
finest houses, in a city about four hundred miles from his 
home town; but, of course, he was again refused the 
privilege of transfer, and his career as a leader bids fair 
to end right here, and this man who has climed slowly 
but surely from the bottom of the musical ladder, finds 
himself facing the bright prospect of pounding out 
“sweet ditties’ for moving pictures until some other 
leader in his home town dies or somebody builds a new 
theatre there. 

Now, then, is this a good law, which prevents a mem- 
ber from going to a larger and more remunerative field 
when he gets a chance, but compels him to remain in 
his home town, no matter how much he may outgrow it? 
Is it a good law which compels an employer to use a man 
who is barely able to hold down his job because he is a 
local man, when the employer can get one he knows and 
in whose ability he has perfect confidence? 

You ask me how I would like to have an outsider 


or player of any ability is afraid of anybody’s getting his 
job, so long as the price cannot be cut. And how many 
would care to hang on to a job after our employer had 
told us he could get a better man and wished to do so? 
There is just one element which should be the deciding 
factor in all competitions for business—ability. 

Is there another labor organization which denies its 
members the right to move to another locality and take 
a job if they can get one by perfectly fair methods? 

Is Article VI, C, fair? Is it just? In fact, is it 
American?

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PLAYS AND PLAYERS. 








The World do move, as the darky preacher said, and 
with it move also the musical plays. Not long ago in 
American theatres, the orchestra passed for a negligible 
element in musical pieces of all degrees. However much 
the manager might spend upon his stage in such pro- 
ductions, in the orchestra pit he could economize. Find 
an ordinary theatre band, add to it a few “seccnd” instru- 
ments that the much-enduring composer refused to 
abandon, set some one to beat time for it and for the 
singers, and the trick was done. What had an orchestra 
to do but help out its betters on the stage? Who listened 
to it anyhow? 

Perhaps such means and methods served for the 
“rough stuff” of the Broadway songsmiths. Vienese 
operettas, like Sullivan’s before them, were another thing. 
The queer “foreigners” who wrote the music, actually 
scored it for all sorts of strange instruments and insisted 
upon an orchestra at least thirty strong and proportion- 
ately full if all the choirs to play it. Worse still, without 
such an orchestra, their music lost flavor and character 
and promised less surely to be a popular success. Worst 
of all, audiences discovered that the orchestra had a clear 
part in such pieces and heard it gladiy. What the 
Viennese composers of light music did as a matter of 
course, the American and English hastened tu do also. 
So the managers discovered that a real orchestra was 
essential to their operettas and their more ambitions mu- 
sical plays, and, as their way is, when they recognize a 
necessity and it ministers to their pride and prestige, they 
have spared not. A full orchestra for operetta is no small 


_ of the pleasure of “Her Little Highness” and “The 


erry Martyr” here and now, whereas a few years ago 
an ordinary, theatre band would have been abbreviating 
and destroying*the music of both. Even the band for 
Mr. Bernard’s farce withsmusic has its additional instru- 
ments. The “opera orchestra” that the managers use to 
advertise in very black type, now goes almost unheralded. 
It is a matter of course. = ‘ 

Inevitably with these real orchestras have come real 
conductors—musicians who know how to enhance the 
melodies and the rythins of the music, to make the com- 
poser’s strokes of instrumental emphasis and humor, to 
lay on his tonal colors and weave the changing.texture 
of his score. Being musicians and so feeling the music 
and caring for it, they have bettered the performance on 
the stage. Mr. Bendix, a thorough musician and an able 
leader, has done such work with “Her Little Highness” 
and nightly it praises him. In almost every operetta 
nowadays the quality of the singing averages better than 
it did a few years ago. It must, if such music as the com- 
posers now write, is to be sung at all. At last, on the 
stage and in the orchestra pit, there is real music in mu- 
sical plays and audiences—those much mistrusted audi- 
ences—rise to it—Boston Transcript. 
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Chas. A. Derlin, of Baltimore, and A. C. Hayden, of 
Washington, D. C., represented their respective Locals 
in the Maryland State Federation of Labor, held in 
Frederick, Md., commencing August 25th. Both were 
honored by the convention. Derlin was chairman of the 
committee on laws and Hayden was made secretary of 
the committee on organization.

Whereas, Many fraternal, political and social organizations 
encourage and employ musicians (generally semi-professional 
and of inferior ability in character) and who are not affiliated 
with the American Federation of Labor, in competition with 
members of the American Federation of Musicians, affiliated 
with the American Federation of Labor, at rates disproportion- 
ately lower than the scale of the aforesaid American Federation 
of Musicians (which scale only affords barely living wages to 
Eat AREER solely dependent upon the profession of music), 
ye it 

Resolved, by the Maryland State and District of Columbia 
Federation of Labor, That every member of the American Fed- 
eration of Labor, and his friends, be urged to decline recognition 
of any such fraternal, political, religious and social organization, 
practicing such policy to the detriment, injury and support of 
the musician having no other means than his profession to earn 
a livelihood for himself and dependents.

“MESSIAH” IN DUBLIN. 








| He remained a year at Hanover,’ ‘This was a very different style of 


occupied with his court duties, and 
with his usual indefatigable industry 
composing reams of new music. 

Kut the congenial months spent in 
EKnugiand were ever in his memory, 
casing him back to the scenes of his 
great triumphs. In 1712 he besought 
the Elector to allow him to return to 
London, and was granted permission 
for a short stay. He was received 
with the same wild acclaim that had 
marked his first visit. An ode com- 
posed for the birthday of Queen 
Anne so pleased the royal lady that 


she granted him a life pension of 
$1,000 a yaer. 
The “Te Deum” and “Jubilate” 


written in celebration of the peace of 
Utrecht,:and which he performed on 
the organ in the royal presence, was 
an entirely new style of religious 
music to the London people, who, if 
possible, flattered the young Handel 
more than ever. 

This was such agreeable food to 
his vanity that he quite forgot he was 
not a free agent, but only loaned to 
London by his royal master, and post- 
poned his return to Hanover week by 
week after the time granted him by 





One hundred and seventy-one years 
ago, April 13, 1842, “at high noon” in 
the city of Dublin, the “Messiah” was 
first given publicity to the world, con- 
ducted by the great Handel himself, 
who also presided at the organ. 

That the world’s best known ora- 
torio, and the masterpiece of the Ger-' 
man born composer, should have had —

its premiere in the Irish capital was more serious, to the King of England. | 


the result of one of those queer 
freaks of fate involving historical 
events affecting a great nation, as 
well as individual destinies. 

George Frederic Handel was born 
in Halle, Germany, February 23, 1685, | 
of German ancestry, and died in Lon- 
don, April 14, 1759, a naturalized citi- 
zen of England. 

It was not usual at that period 
for a man to forswear allegiance to 
his native country, unless he was an 
exile for political reasons, and with- | 
out hope of obtaining pardonje-then, 
in order_to setein his ifidividuality he 
frequently allied himself with the 
country of his adoption. 

This exigency, however, was not 
the cause of Handel's defection; j 
came about through-his great “love of 
publie approval and a train of incidents

and later lived in Hanover, Germany, 
where he met a number of the Eng- 
lish nobility, who invited him to Lon- 
don. The great Elector of Hanover 
offered him the much coveted posi- 
tion of Court Kapellmeister, which he 
accepted with his customary inde- 
pendence under the condition that 
he should have leave to visit London 
when he desired. 

The following year he went to Lon- 
don, where he was showered with new 
honors. He arrived at a critical time 
in the development of the musical 
taste of the English people. Operas 
were being exploited for the first 
time—and crude productions they 
were. The music was a crazy patch- 
work borrowed from many sources; 
the words being spoken instead of 
sung, and only by accident did they 
occasionally fit the music. 

Handel was urged to compose an 
opera as quickly as possible. In four- 
teen days he produced the music for 
“Rinaldo,” while the librettist was 
still at work translating the English 
words into liquid Italian. 

The people went wild over the mu- 
sic. Throughout the country the airs 
were whistled and sung, and every 
day for nearly half a ccntury after, 
the band of the Life Guards played 
the great march from the tuneful 
opera. 

For more than six months Handel 
and his wonderful new style of music 
were received in every important city 
of England with the greatest enthusi- 
asm, and he was entertained and flat- 
tcred by the English as he had b e1 
by the Italians. 

Suddenly he bethought h'm that it 
was high time he returned to the ser- 
vice of his royal patrou, and he re- 
luctantly left his new admirers to 1.- 
sume his duties at Hanover. 















the Elector, when suddenly Queen 
Anne died, and George, the Elector of 
Hanover, grandson of James I of 
I:ngland, succeeded to the British 
kingdom under the title of George I 
of England. 

This unlooked for event placed 
Ilandel in the difficult position of not 
only having ignored his official duties 
to the Elector of Hanover, but far 


George was fifty-four years old 
when he became king of England, a 
thorough German, who never ceased 
longing for his beloved Hanover and 
his magnificent castle of Herenhausen 
as long as he lived. 


To celebrate his accession to the 
English throne a pageant was ar-. 
ranged to be held on the river 


Thames, soon after his arrival in Lon- 
don. The buildings overlooking the 
river were decorated with brilliantly. 
colored flags and pennats, boats of 
every description were trimmed with 
flowers, and filled with gaily dressed 
people awaiting the arrival of the 
richly caparisoned royal barge. When 


ity was a smaller boat, in which 
was ‘an orchestra discoursing music 
that was a marvel to the hearers. This 
was the exquisite “Water Music.” 

George I immediately recognized 
‘the style of his delinquent Kapell- 
meister, and was so pleased with the 
subtle compliment that he again re- 
ceived Handel into favor, granting 
him another annuity of $1,000. 

Thus affairs were once more har- 
monious and prosperous for Handel, 
and in order to remain a. subject of 
his former master, he became a natur- 
alized citizen of England. 

Until this time he had been with- 
out a rival in the hearts of the Eng- 
lish; but. his wonderful success had 
spread to the Continent and tempted 
two Italian composers of note, Buo- 
noncini and Ariosti, to try their for- 
tunes in music loving England. 

The sweet languor of their music 
was not long in gaining followers, and 
a keen competition with Handel re- 
sulted, who strived to retain the pat 
ronage of his erstwhile enthusiastic 
and flattering supporters. 

But the taste of the fickle public 
had changed, and with all his efforts 
Handel was unable to reinstate him- 
self in public favor. 

To supplement his income, which 
was now almost reduced to the pen- 
sions granted him by Queen Anne and 
King George, and of which his liberal 
generosity to the poor left but little 
for his own modest needs, he under- 


took the management of the opera, |

‘The pro- 
ceeds of this society’s entertainments 
were used to liberate unfortunates 
confined in the various jails for debt; 
particularly was their charity directed 
toward the relief of poor musicians 
and their families. Kecently a fine 
new Music Hall had been completed 
by the society in l‘ishamble street, 
then the center of fashionable activity 
of Dublin, but now very much a slum 
district, with few or no remnants of 
the grandeur that pervaded it pre- 
vious to the Union. 
| The great social event of the year 
was the entertainment given by the 
“Society for the Benefit of the Char- 
itable Infirmary and Mercer’s Hos- 
pital,” and it usually took place in 
the spring. For this entertainment 
Handel was invited to produce an en- 
tirely new composition. 

This recognition, coming at the mo- 
ment Handel had decided to quit 
Britain’s shores, gave fresh impetus 
to his drooping spirits and ambitions. 
With his usual indefatigable industry 
he settled down to work, and in 
twenty-three days nad completed the 
score of “The Messiah,” while is 
friend, Charles Jennens, was still “se- 

lecting the words.” 

Handel commenced his masterpiece 
in London, but as traveling in heavy 
coaches, over heavier roads, was both 
slow and dangerous—the roads being 
infested with mounted highwaymen— 
the composer set out early for Holy- 

_ head, working on the composition as 
he journeyed, often being so absorbed 
that he was oblivious to the frequent 
and lengthy delays while the vehicle 
was being pried out of the sloughs of 
mud, hub deep. 

After a slow passage, in a sailboat, 
he* arrived in Dublin, November 18, 
1741, just six weeks after the opening 
of the fine new Musick Hall, and was 
the guest of the Duke of Devonshire 
during the many months he remained.

| He gave several concerts while the 


rehearsals of “The Messiah” were go- 
ing on. Of the first of these the 
Evening Post had the following ad- 
vertisement: “At the new Musick Hall 
in Fishamble street, on Wednesday 
next, being the 23rd day of Dec. 
(1741), Mr. Handel’s Musical Enter- 
tainments will be opened, in which 
will be performed L’Allegro, il Pen- 
seroso, il Moderato, with concertos 
for several instruments, and a con- 
certo for the organ,” etc., etc. 

So elated was Handel over his suc- 
cess and the enthusiastic reception ac- 
corded him that he immediately wrote 
to his friend Jennens: “The nobility 
did me the honor to make amongst 
subscription for six 
nights, which did fill a room of six 
hundred persons, so that I needed 
not sell a single ticket at the door, 
and without vanity the performance 
was received with general approba- 
tion. Signora Avolio, which I brought 
with me from London, pleases extra- 
ordinary. I have found another tenor 
voice, which gave great satisfaction,

The rehearsals of “The Messiah” 
were Leing held in the ancient church 
of St. Werburgh, nearby, the church 
of the nobility and gentry of that 
period, and it was five months after 
Handel gave the concert of which he 
wrote s0 glowingly to his friend that 
the great oratorio was deemed suf- 
ficiently perfect to be presented to 
the public. | 

This momentous event took place 
in the new Musick Hall at high noon, 
Tuesday, April 13, 1742, attended by a 
concourse of people of the wealth and 
quality of Dublin, and the Evening 
Post published a most favorable no- 
tice the following day: “On Tuesday 
last Mr. Handel’s oratorio of ‘The 
Messiah’ was performed at the new 
Musick Hall, Fishamble street. The 
best judges allowed it to be the most 
finished piece of musick. It is but 
justice to Mr. Handel that the world 
should know that he generously gave 
the money from the great work to be 
equally shared by the Charitable In-| 
firmary and Mercer’s Hospital, andj; 
the relief of prisoners. There were |

over 700 persons present and 700 | 


pounds ($3,500) was collected.” 

The tickets had sold for a guinea 
($5) each, a very-large entrance fee 
for that period, and a price that can- 
not be obtained in Dublin today for 
the appearance of any celebrity. 

It was characteristic of | Handel’s 
generous nature that he should have 
presented his shareyof the proceeds 
for charitable purposes. 

The Duke oft Devonshire, no»,doubt, 
obtained a “longer permission” fr m 
the King, as Handel remained several 
months longer in Dublin, expanding 
in nature and benefiting in health 
from his continued success and the 
unstinted praise and appreciation of 
his influential Irish patrons. He gave 
many concerts of miscellaneous com- 
positions, and produced the oratorios 
of “Esther” and “Saul,” besides other 
performances of “The Messiah.” The 
last performance of the great oratorio 
was given June 3. 

So firmly did Handel establish the 
taste for his music that long after his 
departure the Musical Society con- 
tinued to produce his works to the ex- 
clusion of other composers. In 1748, 
by special command of the Lord- 
Lieutenant (Earl of Harrington), 
“Judas Maccabeus” was given during 
an entire séason. 

At the second production of “The 
Messiah” there had been such a de- 
mand for tickets that the committee 
in charge issued a request through 
the press that the lad’es should kindly 
discard their hoops aad gentlemen 
leave their swords at home, so that 
extra seats might be installed, thereby 
accommodating many more spectators 
than had been able to be present at 
the first production. 

Handel did not sail for England 
until August 13, having spent nearly 
nine happy, profitable months in Ire- 
land’s capital. The great success and 
enthusiasm with which his last com- 
position had been recived went far to- 
ward reinstating him in the favor of 
the English public. 

London received him with open 
arms, and waited breathlessly to hear 
“The Messiah,” and years of pleasant 
labor, sweetened by public apprecia-

Father Magrath’s popularity greatly 
aided him in organizing a band. The 
Fu Fu Band, as it is called, is com- 
posed of firemen and stokers from the 
steamships Adriatic and Baltic of the 
White Star Line and the Mauretania 
of the Cunard Line.

The band was organized about three 
years ago by Father Magrath, who 
discovered there was a wealth of mu- 
sical talent in the men which was go- 
ing to waste. After picking out mem- 
bers of the band Father Magrath 
drilled them on the “farm,” the name 
applied to a strip of ground on West 
street. He soon discovered men who 
formerly were in the habit of spend- 
ing their spare time and money in the 
grog shops of West street were eager 
to try for the band and help toward 
making it a success. They were thus 
weaned from the saloons, which was 
one of the principal objects Father 
Magrath had in forming the band. 
After making his final selections 
Father Magrath discovered he had the 
following instruments in his band: 
Two bass drums, a kettle drum, a 
snare drum, a guitar, six harmonicas, 
three concertinas, two banjos, a fish 
horn, a pair of cymbals and two pairs 
of clappers. Under the direction of 
the priest, the members playing these 
instruments produced some pretty 
good music, which soon caused them 
to gain a reputation in the Chelsea 
section of the city. Their reputation 
is now international, as the band has 
given exhibitions across the Atlantic.

A PROGRESSIVE LABOR DAY. 


A venerated tradition was broken 
by the laboring men of Chicago yes- 
terday. The old time Labor day pa- 
rade was discontinued. Instead of 
marching in the hot sun behind brass 
bands, the toiling hosts of this city 
really enjoyed their holiday by spend- 
ing it with their families and friends 


in outings and picnics in the parks and 


in the country. 

The discarding of the Labor Day 
parade may.be interpreted by super- 
ficial observers as a waning of the 
force and influence of labor. Yet the 
reverse is the lesson to be drawn. It 
shows the advance the labor move- 
ment has made in this country. The 
road to progress leads over broken 
traditions. 

When the labor movement in the 
United States was young it needed 
brass bands and showy uniforms and 
drills and marching to keep its follow- 
ers together—at times even to keep 
their courage up. All of these arti- 
ficial organization stimulants have 
been outgrown by the working 
masses. Today the workers in every 
trade have weekly and monthly jour- 
nals which give them lessons not only 
in organization but in the economics of 
their trade, of their home, and their 
shop. The labor literature of this 
country is also doing extremely effec- 
tive work in giving the masses a civic 
education. With the aid of these jour- 
nals the labor hosts of the United 
States are gaining a deep insight into 
the needs and problems of the nation. 
The laboring man of today is think- 
ing as he has never done before. He 
is coming into the vanguard of Ameri- 
can citizenship. The discarding of 
the tiring and worthless Labor Day 
parade.is only one of the many symp- 
toms of his growing mental breadth 
and independence. 

Germany has always prided herself 
upon the education of her working 
masses—education not as measured 
by public school diplomas but educa- 
tion in citizenship, in civics. The Ger- 
man workman is now having a close 
second in the laboring man of Ameri- 
c Before long he may be super- 
seded.—The Chicago Tribune, Sept. 2, 
1913.

Gompers, of the American Federation 
of Labor, declares has been the result 
of the Congressional investigation of 
lobby activities. With both Senate 
and House probes 
cluded, Gompers Saturday, September 
20th, gave out his review of the evi- 
dence to the press. 

“The principal paramount result of 
the investigation has been a nation- 
wide exposure of the corrupt methods 
of the National Association of Manu- 
facturers,’ Gompers asserted. ‘The 
people now know how it has attempt- 
ed to suborn members of Congress, 
bribe labor leaders and crush labor. 

“The cause under investigation was 
not betwen the N. A. of M. and Or- 
ganized Labor, but between the N. A. 
of M. and the people of the United 
States. 

“Here lies the difference between 
the legislative efforts of the N. A. of 
M. and the friends of labor—the N. 
A. of M. used corrupt methods for 
politically corrupt purposes; the 
friends of labor used legitimate meth- 
ods for legitimate ends—the better- 
ment of humanity and human rights. 

“The legislation which labor sought 
was in the interest of humanity, to 
conserve life, health and justice. There 
isn’t a thing we advocate which would 
not, when enacted, be for the protec- 
tion of life, liberty and health, mak- 
ing better men and women and heal- 
thier children, safeguarding workers 
from long hours, unsanitary work- 
shops, and conserving the human 
equation of American life. 

“T can’t bring myself to believe that 
either committee will in any way t- 
tempt to report or recommend legis- 
lation which would in the slightest de- 
gree curtail the open, ‘man-fashion’ 
liberty of workers of our country to 
secure beneficent legislation. 

“In the work of the common uplift 
we shall continue our activity so long 
as there is a wrong to be righted or 
a right to be achieved. 

“There isn’t a thing we have done 
except in the open. What can the 
American citizen do for redress ex- 
cept appeal to the law-making bodies 
and to the courts? That’s what we’ve 
done—exercised the rights of citizen- 
ship.” 

Referring to the Mulhall exposures, 
President Gompers said that the anti- 
labor policy of the N. A. of M. was 
shown to have begun with President 
D. M. Parry. 

“He started it as an anti-labor or- 
ganization,” said Gompers. “He made 
the first attack in a report to the 
manufacturers’ convention, a_ report 


practically con-' 


which was never actually reported nor 
discussed by the convention. This 
committed the organization to these , 
attacks, which have continued and' 
grown, and were left by Parry at a 
legacy to succeeding presidents. Many 
of the manufacturers were in sympathy 
with us and resigned from the organ- 
ization. 

“The anti-labor program of the N. 
A. of M. is a perversion of its rightful 
policies. All its benificent purposes 
have been neglected and all efforts 
turned to the anti-labor program, in- 
cluding attempts to suborn, buy and 
corrupt labor men, others as well as 
myself.” 

President Gompers said Colonel 
Mulhall and Representative McDer- 
mott came to him in 1911 and dis- 
closed the substance of the “Mulhall 
letters,” asking Gompers to make the 
expose. 

“I realized their importance, but 
there was no adequate way by which 
I could handle it, no means or oppor- 
tunity for publication, except the 
monthly publication of the Federa- 
tion,” said Gompers. 








PROPERTY VERSUS LIFE. 


To the legal mind, apparently, the 
rights of property have always seemed 
of more importance than human life. | 
For hundreds of years it was possible 
for a man brutally to maltreat his 
child with less legal risk than if he 
had poached a hare. Gradually hu-| 
man life became more valuable; but 
even today it fails to receive the pro- 
tection that is accorded to property. 
It is no uncommon thing to find re- 
ported in British newspapers cases in 
which a drunken navvy has kicked | 
and otherwise abused his wife, to re-; 
ceive no greater punishment at the 
hands of the law than a paltry fine; 
while the unhappy wight who, driven 
by hunger, steals a loaf, is sent to 
prison. Nor do we need to go oversea 
to find such instances of the worship 
of property. An excellent illustration 
of the workings of the legal mind in 
problems of this kind is to be found 
in a study of ten Notices of Judgment 
issued by the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture and giving in de- 
tail the account of ten violations of 
the Food and Drugs Act. These ten 
cases deal with charges brought 
against the firm of Hawley and Hoops 
of New York, who are in the candy 
business. Hawley and Hoops sell 
what is known as “penny goods;” that 
is, the kind of candy purchased by che 








little tot who is given a penny to 
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spend. Ten different specimens of 
Hawley and Hoops’ penny goods 
were seized by the officials of the 
Bureau of Chemistry and analyzed. 
All of them were found to be adulter- 
ated with arsenic and most of them 
contained shellac. All of them were 
being sold as chocolate candies, yet 
the officers reported that some did not 
even have the predominating flavor of 
chocolate. In every case the firm 
pleaded guilty. In nine out of the ten 
cases no penalty was imposed, the 
court suspending judgment. In the 
tenth case a fine of $50 was imposed. 
The case in which a fine was imposed 
was the one, and the only one, in 
which the company had not merely 
sold a poisonous product to little 
children, but had misstated the net 
weight of the package in which the 
arsenic-containing candies came! Sell- 
ing to little children as chocolate 
candy a mixture containing arsenic 
and shellac is, apparently, in the eyes 
of the law, a trivial offense. But sell- 
ing to a dealer a package marked five 
pounds that really contained only 
four pounds and five-eighths ounces, 
that is a crime!
